Play Opens May 15th; 
Team Rosters Must Be 
Filed By May Ist 


The county softball league is “all 
set” for its second season of play, 
opening Monday night, May 15th, at 

_ Marcus P. Bennett, Jr., Memorial 
Park. 
There will be eighteen teams in 
\ three leagues, playing three softball 
games three nights each week; Mon- 
day, Wednesday and Friday, and 
* each team playing one game per 
week. 

Team rosters must be filed not 
later than May Ist, to permit of 
drawing the schedule for the three 
divisions. 

There will be two men’s divisions 
and one women’s division. The un- 
limited division will consist of eight 
teams including the following: Dia- 
mond Springs, El Dorado, Placer- 
ville Motor Parts, Camino, Round 
Tent, Mac’s Jumbos, Placerville 
News Company and Snowline CCC. 

The fraternal division will con- 
sist of the following six teams: 
Camino ’49ers, Pacific Service Em- 
ployees Association, Foresters of 
America, Forest Service, State Re- 
lief Administration and Smith Flat. 

There will be four teams in the 
women’s division. 

At the league meeting Thursday 
night at which these facts were de- 
termined, it was agreed that the 
matter of additional lighting at the 
field will be laid over until next 
year and that the league will be in- 
corporated under the name of the 
El Dorado County Softball League. 

The proposal for a dance was 
discarded on the grounds that there 
has been an over-abundance of such 
occasions recently; and season tick- 
ets for men players were voted at 

‘$1 each, the women who play in the 
games being admitted to all other 
games without charge.

At Coalinga 


San Joaquin Valley Town 
Asks State, Federal Aid 
In War Against Insects 


COALINGA, ‘W)-—Frightened resi- 
dents of this San Joaquin Valley 
town appealed for state and federal 
aid today as they gathered at the 
outskirts of the city to meet an in- 
vasion of countless millions of 
grasshoppers heading toward rich 
farm lands. 

Barrel after barrel of poison bran 
mash was spread around the city 
in the hope of stopping the hordes 
before they moved into town and de- 
nuded trees, gardens and lawns. 

Most of the 3000 Coalinga resi- 
dents prepared to aid in the “last 
ditch” battle with the ravenous in- 
sects which were hopping and 
crawling over an area 10 miles wide 
and 200 miles long on the western 
side of the valley. 

Coalinga Chamber of Commerce 
and the Associated Cotton Farmers 
of California sent hurried appeals to 
state and federal authorities empha- 
sizing that men as well as new sup- 
plies of poison were needed. 


SACRAMENTO CYCLIST IS 
BADLY INJURED IN 
FRIDAY SPILL 


A. P. Lewis, 49, of 2725 Forty- 
Third Street, Sacramento, is a pati- 
ent at Placerville Sanitorium for 
the treatment of injuries received 
when his motorcycle struck a rock 
at the roadside and wrecked near 
“observation point” on U. S. Route 
50 about fifteen miles east of Pla- 
cerville Friday morning. 

Lewis was found laying uncon- 
scious in the road by Lowell West, 
of the Placerville Lumber Company 
at Fresh Pond, about 9:30 o’¢clock. 
West was administering first aid 
when Officer Charles Flick, of the 
highway patrol, came upon the 
scene. 

Lewis was removed to Placerville 
Sanitorium in the Orelli Ambu- 
lance. 

According to Officer Flick, Lewis 
evidently failed to negotiate a curve 
and his motorcycle hit a rock, spill- 
ing him, The machine was thrown in 
such a manner that it hit Lewis’ 
head, badly lacerating one ear. 

The doctor attending Mr. Lewis 
was not available for a definite 


statement as to the nature and pro- 
bable seriousness of his injuries.

District One On May Ist 


For the convenience of the fish- 
ing fraternity, the following sum- 
mary of closed or restricted fishing 
waters in El Dorado and adjoining 
counties has been compiled. 

Fishing season opens May 1 in 
District One, which has a limited 
area in El Dorado County. Upcn this 
“opening date,” the Cosumnes Riv- 
er and the American river and all 
tributaries remain closed. The Cos- 
umnes will be closed above the Mo- 
ther Lode highway bridge at Nash- 
ville and the American will be clos- 
ed above the bridge at Chili Bar. 

A comparatively small area in the 
Georgetown district, embracing 
those streams tributary to the Ru- 
bicon below its confluence with the 
south fork, will be open to fishing 
on May Ist. Fishing in Lake Ta- 
hoe opens May Ist. 

The area above indicated to be 
closed will be open to fishing on 
May 30th, subject to the follow- 
ing indicated closing or restricted 
fishing orders:

SACRAMENTO (tP—Gov. Culbert 
Olson received from the senate a 
bill to outlaw suits for breach of 
promise, reduction of persons over 
legal age, and alienation of affec- 
tions. The senate passed the “anti- 
gold digger’ bill yesterday without 
debate, 29 to 4, in contrast to a stiff 
fight in the assembly. 


Senator R. W. Keeny, D., Los An- 
geles, advocated the bill to stop “a 
racket by which female leeches and 
their shyster attorneys prey upon 
men who have attained some mea- 
sure of prominence in their com- 
munities.” Authors of the bill are 
Assemblyman Gardiner Johnson, R., 
Berkeley and Assemblywoman Jea- 
nette Raley, D., San Diego.

AVERAGE MIGRANT FARM WORKER 33 YEARS OLD, 


MARRIED, WITH ONE CHILD UNDER 
5 YEARS OF AGE, SURVEY SHOWS 


SAN FRANCISCO—Careful an-, 


alysis of 6655 case histories by spe- 
cialists of the Works Progress Ad- 
ministration, today had created a 
composite migrant farm worker 
whose age, family life, social rela- 
tionships and other characterostics 
vary greatly from the common con- 
ception of the type. 

For instance the average age of 
family heads was found to be thir- 
ty-three and one-half years. Offi- 
cials point out that there is a wide- 
spread idea that California old-age 
pension programs attract migration. 
The statistics show that the aver- 
age new-comer would have to wait 
thirty years before it would be pos- 
sible to cash in on any existing 
pension plan. Ages of more than 
three-fourths of the group were be- 
tween twenty and forty-four. Only 
seven per cent were fifty-five years 


old or older. 

Another shattered concept is that 
the migrant family is larger than 
the American average. The an- 
alysis finds the usual migrant fam- 
ily consists of two adults and one 
child under five years. Family 


groups of other sizes ran about the 
same as the general population per- 
centage. ’ 
Ninety-two per cent of migrants 
are white, it is shown, three points 
above the national average level. 
Case studies were taken from the 
relief records of the Farm Security 
Administration, the federal agency 
responsible for the welfare of all 
distressed farm families, whether 
owners, tenants or laborers. The 
study is said to be the largest cross- 
section made in examination of the

Stockton Man Successful 
Bidder On Two-Room 
Addition To Plant 

Contract for the third unit of ad- 
ditions to the county high school 
building was awarded at a meeting 
of the governing board of the school | 
on Thursday night to H. H. Hen- 
ning, of Stockton, on a bid of $22,- 
240. 

It is expected that work on the 
new contract, the third major unit 
of the high school enlargement pro- 
ject, may be under way about May 
1. 

Tne undertaking is a PWA pro- 
ject, as are the other two contracts, 
and the cost is divided, 45 per cent 
PWA grant and 55 per cent from 
funds provided by the taxpayers last 
year in voting the $95,000 high 
school enlargement bond issue. 

The $22,240 contract is for the 
erection of a two-room unit con-| 
sisting of science laboratories, and 
including in addition a corridor with 
200 additional lockers and connect- 
ing exits and entrances to the ex- 
isting main high school building. 
The new unit will adjoin the main 
building on the east. |

Kenneth W. McCoy, county school 
superintendent, announced Friday 
morning that a one-day School 
Trustee’s Institute is being plan- 
ned to be held about the middle of 
May.

Tuberculosis 
Test Results 
Are Announced 


The results of tuberculin tests 
conducted during the week at the 
| high school on 249 high school pu- 
pils, fifty Placerville Grammar 
School pupils and ninety-one pupils 
of county grammar schools were 
made public Friday morning. 

The complete test was given 249} 
pupils at the high school and there } 
were 194 non-reactors. There were 
11 who reacted to the first test and | 
44 who reacted to the second test. 

Last year, there were 38 who re-j 
; acted positively to the test who hac | 
been negative in previous tests, but | 
this year there were only three who 
reacted positively, who had shown | 
'a negative reaction before. | 

Of the fifty tested from the first | 
grade of Placerville Grammat | 
school. seven reacted positively on 
the first test and seven others re- |} 
acted positively on the second test; | 
a total of 14. 

Of the ninety-one first graders | 
from rural schools, there were 
twenty-one reactors. 

The test was conducted by Coun- | 
ty Health Officer Dr. A. A. McKin- 
non, assisted by Drs. D. W. Babcock 
and Jean Babcock, under the aus- 
pices of the El Dorado County Tu- 
berculosis Association and the funds 
for the test were made possible by 
the purchase of Christmas Seals by 
the public last Christmas season. 

The doctors were assisted by Mrs. 
Percy McNie, Mrs. Swift Berry, Mrs. 
Alice Irish and Mrs. Klingbeil, all 
trained nurses, and Mr. Mrs. Hellen 
Byrnes and Mrs. Irene Larsen, the 
county school nurses, and by a 


number of volunteer assistants from 
the high school student body. 

The anti-tuberculosis work will 
be continued in the further exam- 
j ination of reacting pupils, with sug- 
gestions for the improved health.

Subsequently, on September 2, 
Barton said, Mr. Waggoner’s wife 
wrote in reporting his employment 
and mentioning a pay-day that 
would be coming up in the future, 
but the letter made no reference to 
the previous wages earned aggre- 
gating $110. 

“Controller Harry B. Riley has a 
staff in the field making other in- 
vestigations,” Agent Barton said. “Of 
course, it is the intention that the 
deserving will get relief and we do 
not want to discourage the efforts 
of a man to rehabilitate himself, 
but the law is going to be enforced. 

“Other cases in this vicinity are 
under investigation. Sometimes it 
is not an easy matter to discover 
such cases and we solicit at all 
times the co-operation of the public 
in the reporting of cases where re- 
lief is being fraudulently obtain- 
ed.”

(The International Uniform Les- 
son on the above topic for April 
23 is Acts 15:1-35; Galatians

Galatians 2:16, “A man is not 
justified by the works of the law, 
but by the faith of Jesus Christ.”

IT IS AN odd thing, but people, 
even the best of them, and those 
banded together by the finest of 
bonds, cannot always agree. And 
80 it was in the early days of the 
Christian church, when men were 
SO eager to tell people the beauti- 
ful story of the Savior and his 
life, death and resurrection, that 
they disagreed on some matters. 

And one thing they argued 
about was whether Gentiles, when 
converted and baptized, should be 
made to become Jews by observ- 
ing all the old Mosaic laws and 
customs Now. you remember that 
Peter, Paul and Barnabas had 
had experiences that made them 
feel that God. meant the gospel 
to be preached both to Jew and 
Gentile alike, and they felt very 
strongly on the point. 

On the other hand, the Phari- 
sees and those like them were just 
as sure that only by becoming 
Jews in all but name could the 
Gentiles be admitted to the 
church. 

Paul and Barnabas had a good 
deal of discussion with the other 
members of the church over this 
matter, and the others finally de- 
cided that these two should go to 


them the Holy Ghost, even as He 
did unto us; and put no difference 
between us and them, purifying 
their hearts by faith.” 

After that the multitude was 
silent and listened to Paul and 
Barnabas, who declared what 
miracles and wonders God had 
wrought among the Gentiles. 

Then James, the brother of 
Jesus, rose and talked. He had 
great influence among the Chris- 
tians, as you may well imagine. 
He said it was his judgment that 
the Gentiles need not keep all the 
laws of the Jews, but that if they 
refrained from eating meat that 
was customarily offered to idols, 
from blood and from anything 
that had been strangled, that 
would be all that was necessary. 
Paul willingly agreed to this, and 
so the matter was settled. Letters 
were written to the Gentile Chris- 
tians at Antioch, Syria and Cilicia 
telling them the verdict. 

So Paul and Barnabas went 
back to Antioch well pleased. 
Judas and Silas were sent to tell 
the Gentile brethren the same 
things by word of mouth. 

Paul showed his wisdom in ac- 
cepting the decision of the leader 
of the church in Jerusalem. He 
was a strong man, firm in his con- 
victions and ready to fight or suf- 
fer for them, or he would not have 
turned from persecution of Chris- 
tians to working with and leading 
them. He was a natural leader, 
and it could not have been easy 
for him to have given up his own 
way, but when it meant a slight
